White Pine Campground 
Closing Eyed by DNR 


A committee to solve use problems at 
White Pine Canoe Campground along the 
AuSable has been called for by the Crawford 
County Board of Commissioners. 

Commission chairwoman Mary Harland 
asked commissioner Larry Mattis and 
representatives from property owners near 
the campground, canoe liveries, South 
Branch Twp., and the DNR to meet to try to 
work a solution to misuse of the camp- 
ground. 

The call for a committee came after the 
DNR informed the commissioners they are 
studying a proposal to close the camp- 
ground. 

The DNR said if they decide to close the 
campground, it would not be until after 
Labor Day weekend. They also said if the 
campground is closed, the canoe campers 
would be directed downstream to Rainbow 
Bend Campground. 

Nineteen property owners near the Camp- 
ground signed a petition sent to the DNR 
requesting the campground be permanently 
closed. They listed the following five main 
reasons for their petition: 

1) Vandalism of our property by campers. 

2) Intimidation of owners by campers (ac- 
tually being shoved off the road by campers 
in trucks going down to the camp site). 

3) Overcrowding of camp facilities 
causing campers to park on road, thus 
blocking access to our cottages. 

4) No supervision of camp site, causing 
destruction of public property. 

5) Loud and noisy parties, many times 
lasting all night, with guns being fired. 

Six other South Branch property owners 
sent a letter to the county commissioners 
opposing the closing of the campground. 


They feel closing the road to the camp- 
ground for public use and better law enfor- 
enforcement on weekends may be a better 
solution to the problems. 

Jack Trudgeon, of Borchers Canoe 
Livery, said in a letter to commissioners the 
“single most effective measure to separate 
party people from campers would be to 
eliminate all vehicles from White Pine — 
positively no parking of vehicies or access of 
unauthorized vehicles.” He said keeping 
White Pine open is necessary for the num- 
ber of people who want to canoe and camp. 

Mike and Kathy Lovely, of Carlisle Canoe, 
said in a letter to commissioners that the 
majority of canoers that take an overnight 
trip prefer to stop at White Pine. Their 
records indicate 89 percent of their over- 
night canoers use White Pine. 

“Closing the White Pine Campground is 
not the solution,”’ they said. ‘‘Turn this 
situation around aid encourage the tourist 
trade to improve the economy in this great 
area.” 

Allen Carr, of Carr’s Canoe Livery, also 
wrote to commissioners telling them the 
area needs White Pine and offering alterna- 
tive suggestions instead of closing the camp- 
ground. 

Joe Wakeley, of Jolly Redskin canoe 
livery, said the road open to the camp- 
ground causes 99 percent of the problems. 
He suggested setting a meeting between 
representatives of the parties involved and 
the commission followed his recommenda- 
tion, 

Hal Southard, of Ray’s Canoe Livery, was. 
also at the commission meeting last Thurs- 
day and he agreed the road was the main 
reason for trouble at the campgrounds.

Stocktons Give Gutty 
Performance To Win 


Butch and Brett Stockton continued their 
winning ways taking first in the 38th Annual 
Budweiser AuSable River Canoe Marathon 


last weekend. 


Butch Stockton, 35, won the 200-mile race 
for the fourth consecutive time — a feat 
equalled only by one other paddler, Jerry 


Kellogg from 1972 to 1975. 


Brett Stockton, only 22, captured his third 
marathon victory putting him ahead of the 
pace set by Ralph Sawyer, the all-time 
career marathon point holder. 

Butch, of Roscommon, and Brett, of Gray- 
ling, finished in 14 hours, 35 minutes, and 53 
seconds. Tony Short, 21, of Bay City, and 
Steve Peterson, of Coon Rapids, Minnesota, 
took second at 14:43:16. Dave Shepherd, of 
Grayling, and Rick Joy, 25, of North 
Branch, came in third at 14:55:42. 

The three top teams were within thirty 
seconds of each other at Alcona Dam, more 
than eight and a half hours into the race. 
The dam portage site was the first main 
viewing spot after dawn and the close race 
between the top three teams at that point 
was one of the most exciting parts of the 


race. 


Short and Peterson exchanged leads with 
the Stocktons until the Loud Dam pond. 
There the Stocktons took a shallower but 
shorter route that helped ‘them to a minute 
and a half lead by Loud Dam. Butch Stock- 
ton said he and Brett had to paddle harder in 
the shallow water but the shortcut paid off. 

By Five Channels Dam, Stocktons in- 
creased their lead to three and a haif 
minutes over Short and Peterson. Their lead 
was about six minutes at Cook Dam and 


eight minutes by Foote Dam. 


Butch Stockton said his fourth victory was 
the hardest. By Wakeley Bridge he started 
feeling sick to his stomach and had some 
dizziness. The 1985 champion said he felt so 
bad by Mio he wanted to pull out. 

“T can stand the muscle soreness and the 
physical pain, but I hate feeling nauseous,” 
said Butch. ‘In last year’s race, there was 
probably a half hour I didn’t feel good. This 
year, there was probably only two hours I 


felt good.” 


sth Canoe Marathon 


Brett Stockton, Butch’s nephew, said his 
hands bothered him the most in this race as 
he displayed blisters the size of raisins at 
the finish line. 

The Stocktons collected a $2000 check for 
their triumph. Skort and Peterson won $1500 
and Shepherd and Joy won $1100. This 
year’s prize money was the most offered in 
North America considering the value of 
American dollars. A couple of Canadian 
races offer around $2000 first place prize 
money but the value of Canadian dollars 
knock the real value down. 

Winning $1000 for fourth were Bob 
Zaveral, 32, of Mt. Upton, New York, and 
Jeff Shultis, 30, Oneonta, New York, with a 
time of 15:21:35, 

Lynne Witte, 31, of Mt. Clemens, teamed 
with Tom Cannon, 29, of East Lansing, to 
place fifth at 15:52:25. Witte finished her 
sixth marathon. Witte and Cannon won $850. 

A Grayling team of Minard and Jim Har- 
wood came in sixth at 15:56:34 and won $700. 

Doug Killinbeck, 23, of Au Gres, and Jesse 
Gordan, 25, of Au Gres, took seventh at 
15:58:01 and won $600. 

Another Grayling team of William, Mar- 
tella, 21, and David Martella, 19, placed 
eighth and won $525 with a time of 16:03:55. 

Wayne Stockton, 46, of Grayling, and Joe 
Johnson, 35, of Menominee, took ninth at 
16:17:55 to win $450. 

John Gilbert, 41, and Dave Gilbert, 17, of 
Oscoda took tenth with 16:48:39 to win $425. 

Irwin ‘Buzz’ Peterson, from Anoka, 
Minnesota, and Dan Sipe, 32, from Elkew, 
Minnesota, finished lith at 17:05:25 to win

Abraham Lincoln on 
God's Sovereignty 


You remember _ that 
President Lincoln began his 
proclamation of a national 
fast day by reminding the 
people that the entire United 
States Senate recognized 
“The supreme authority and 
just government of Almighty 
God in all the affairs of men 
and of nations.’’ Lincoln 
then said, “‘...it is the duty of 
nations as well as of men to 
own their dependence upon 
the overruling power of 
God...” Abraham Lincoln 
believed a sovereign God 
ruled in the affairs of man 
and controlled the destiny of 
all men and nations. 

Following his election as 
president, in his farewell 
speech to his friends and 
neighbors at Springfield, 
Illinois, he ascribed to God 
all control over his success 
or failure. ‘‘Without the 
assistance of the Divine 
Being who ever attended 
him, I cannot succeed. With 
that assistance, I cannot fail. 
Trusting in Him who can go 
with me, and remain with 
you, and be everywhere for 
good, let us confidently hope 
that all will yet be well. To 
His care commending you, 
as [hope in your prayers you 
will commend me, I bid you 
an affectionate farewell.”’ 

On his route to 
Washington, President Lin- 
col made a speech in In- 
dependence Hall, 
Philadelphia in which he 
reminded the nation that he 
lived and was willing to die 
according to the pleasure of 
Almighty God. ‘But I have 
said nothing but what I am 
willing to live by, and, if it be 

the pleasure of Almighty 
God to die by.”’ Lincoln lived 
by the Almighty or sovereign 
pleasure of God. 

President Lincoln believed 
Gud’s will was being worked 
out in the Civil War. Writing 
to a delegate from Kentucky 
about the results of the 
emancipation proclamation 
and black soldiers in the war 
effort, Lincoln said in 


closing, ‘‘Now, at the end of 
three years’ struggle, the

nation’s condition is not what 
either party, or any man, 
devised or expected. God 
alone can claim it. Whether 


it is tending seems plain. IE. 


God now wills the removal of 
a great wrong, and wills also 
that we of the North, as well 
as you of the South, shall pay 
fairly for our complicity in 
that wrong, impartial 
history will therein new 
cause to attest and revere 
the justice and goodness of 
God.” 

In his second inaugural 
address, Lincoln reminded 
the nation that the Civil War 
was God’s judgment on the 
United States to fulfill 
God’s purpose and providen- 
ce, “The Almighty has his 
own purposes, ‘Woe unto the 
world because of offenses! 


for it must needs be that of- 


fenses come; but woe to that 
man by whom the offense 
cometh.’ If we shall suppose 
that American slavery is one 
of those offenses which, in 
the providence of God, must 
needs come, but which, 
having continued through his 
appointed time, he now wills 
to remove, and that he gives 
to both North and South this 
terrible war, as the woe due 
to those by whom the offense 
came, shall we discern 
therein any departure from 
those divine attributes which 
the believers in a living God 
always ascribe to him? 
Fondly do we hope - fer- 
vently do we pray - that this 
mighty scourge of war may 
speedily pass away. Yet, if 
God wills that it continue un- 
til all the wealth piled up by 
the bondsman’s two hundred 
and fifty years of unrequited 
toil shall be sunk, and until 
every drop of blood drawn 


with the lash shall be paid by -| 


another drawn with the 
sword, as was said three 
thousand years ago, so still it 
must be said, “The judg- 
ments of the Lord are true 
_and righteous altogether.” 

It was in the context of the 
above paragraph about 
God’s sovereignty in U.S. af- 
fairs that Lincoln spoke the 
immortal words of the last 
paragraph, ‘With malice 
toward none; with charity 
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for all; with firmness in the 
right, as God gives us to see 
the right, let us strive on to 
finish the work we are in; to 
bind up the nation’s wounds; 
to care for him who shall 
have borne the battle, and | 
for his widow, and his or- 
phant - to do all which may 
achieve and cherish a just 
and lasting peace among 
ourselves, and with al) 
nations.”’

Claimants in receipt of 
Parents’ DIC or Impreved 
Pension under the law in ef- 
fect from January 1, 1979, 
will begin to receive their in- 
come reporting forms ap- 
proximately 2 or 3 months 
later. These forms will be 
mailed to all claimants on a 
staggered basis. Therefore 
you may not receive one un- 
til September 1986.

Keiiey Asks Court To Order 
Cleanup of Niles Landfill 

Attorney General Frank Kelley has filed 
suit seeking a cleanup of a chemical landfill 
by the former owners of the former South- 
west Cass County Landfill near Niles. 

Kelley is asking the Cass County Circuit 
Court to order the cleanup of 60 rusting 
barreis of liquid, hazardous, flammable 
waste from the property. 

If the owners, residing in Indiana, refuse, 
Kelley said the state will cleanup the site 
using funds appropriated under the En- 
vironmental Response Act and ‘“‘hold the 
owners financially liable for all costs.” 

Kelley said the owners have ignored 
repeated notices from the Department of 
Natural Resources to clean the site. The 
landfill was licensed as a general refuse 
landfill, until it was closed in 1979, however, 
it was not licensed to receive liquid or 
hazardous waste. 

The barrels contain carious toxic and car- 
cinogenic chemicals, as well as chromium 
and lead, Kelley charged. He noted that 


traces of many of the chemicals have been - 


found in groundwater monitoring wells at 
the site.

Arthroscopic Surgery 


Arthroscopic surgery, 
through a_ telescope-like 
device, has become the ac- 
cepted treatment in many 


orthopedic problems. Ar- 


throscopic surgery was 
developed in Japan, 15-20 
years ago, and has become 
the method of treating ortho- 
pedic problems in the United 
States in the last 10-15 years. 
It was popularized through 
the work of Doctor Lanny 
Johnson, orthopedic surgeon 
in Lansing, Michigan. 

The majority of arthro- 


scopic surgery today is done © 


on the knee. However, in 
recent months, this type of 
surgery has become popular 
for shoulder, wrist and elbow 
problems. 

Arthroscopie surgery on 
the knee is greatly advan- 
tageous to the patient, in that 
no large incisions are made. 
It can most often be done on 
an outpatient basis, except 
with the elderly patient, or 
one who has_ multiple 
medical problems. The large 
incision required by 
traditional procedure (an ar- 
throtomy), is no longer 
necessary. The procedure is 
done through a small tele- 
scope (arthroscope), by 
making several small punc- 
ture wounds in the knee. This 
enables the orthopedic sur- 
geon to see the inside of the 
knee, and operate with only 
the small puncture wounds, 
rather than the large in- 
cision. Instrumentation uses 
a sophisticated system 
called fiberoptics (a lighted 
cord device with multiple 
glass fibers that run through 
the cord allowing a high in- 
tense light source to be sup- 
plied within the knee). 

The arthroscope is attach- 
ed to a camera-device, 
which allows the surgeon to 
see the inside of the joint ona 
television monitor. Many 
other instruments can be 
used through the small por- 
tals, i.e. tiny probes, scis- 
sors, grasping devices and a 
chondrotome (used to do 
shaving of articular, or joint 
surface-type cartilage). 

Many knee injuries can be 
taken care of through the ar- 
throscope, including torn 
cartilages, bone defects, 
shaving of articular carti- 
lage (joint surface carti- 
lage), as in arthritic knees. 
the knees called joint mice, 
can also be removed. 

Orthopedic surgeons are 
now working on actual 
repair of the meniscus, 
(called meniscuresis), as 


well as treating chronic e 


problems such as recurrent 
dislocation of the patella; 
also, repair of ligament 
structures in the knee, such 


as the anterior cruciate liga- 


ment. - 


With _ intra-arthroscepic 


surgery in knee patients, the : 


rehabilitation and recovery 


period is decreased. The o 


patient can be treated as an 
outpatient and go home 4-46 
hours after the procedure. If 


the patient has a torn menis- @ 


cus (cartilage), he/she may 
require the use of crutches 
for 4-5 days. The use of a 
walker may be necessary if 
there are more significant 


findings in the knee, necessi- | 


tating further arthroscopic 
procedures. 


In traditional arthrotomy 


(open knee incisions), the 
recovery time was up to 34 
months. Now recovery time 
has been lessened to 6-8 


weeks, with proper physical 


therapy rehabilitation. The

patient then can resume 
normal activity, including 
sports. 

Arthroscopic surgery is 
also being done to treat 
many problems of the 
shoulder, and would avoide 
the incisions which were 
necessary to approach the 
shoulder, and some of the 
more difficult problems. 

With arthroscopic — sur- 
gery, there is very little 
scaring. Female patients 
especially find this impor- 
tant. The only scaring is as a 
result of the smail punctures 
made to insert the arthro- 
scope. These scars are con- 


siderably smaller and less 
noticeable than the scaring 


which resulted after 
previous arthrotomy 
surgeries. 


In summary, arthroscopic 
surgery is an_ excellent 
alternative to the previous 
treatment methods _ of 
multiple joint problems. 
This is a great advantage to 
the patient; especially the 
working person or the spor- 
sports-minded person, who 
would like to return to their 
activities as soon as 
possible. The surgeries are 
currently being done at Mer- 
cy Hospital, Grayling.

Resource 
Review 


The Natural Resources 
Commission was given the 
authority to establish state 
wildlife sanctuaries in 1929 
(Act 184). The Commission 
was empowered to accept 
private land as sanctuaries 
when the owners or lessees 
thereof make application in 
good faith of 20 to 1500 acres 
for periods of less than five 
years, The public interest is 
an overriding concern in 
such dedication. State or 
federal Jands may also be 
dedicated. 

On such sanctuaries, it is 
unlawful fo possess or carry 
firearms, to hunt, trap, kill 
or molest wildlife, as 
dedicated. This includes the 
owners or leasees of the 
land. 

Any dedicated sanctuary 
must be adequately posted 
as such. The dedicator is 
responsible for posting the 
property and for removing 
the posting when the dedica- 
tion expires. The Game Law 
(Act 286, 1929} makes it 
unlawful to post non- 
dedicated land as a ‘‘'Game 
Refuge’”’, ““Game Preserve”’, 
“Game Reserve”, or ‘‘Wild- 
life Sanctuary’’. 

Crawford County has one 
of fourteen dedicated sanc- 
tuaries in the state. Two hun- 
dred acres in T26N, R3W 
(the AuSable “stump pond’) 
are closed to all hunting. 
Trapping is allowed during 
the season for trapping.

Ohio Guard Fights 
Fire With Helicopter

The Ohio Army National 
Guard, stationed at Camp 
Grayling, started a program 
Tuesday, July 23, to prevent 
the spread of fires caused by 
training on the firing ranges. 

The program involves the 
use of a “Sims Bucket”’ 
which is sling-loaded from 
the bottom of a UH-1! heli- 
copter, according to Lt. Col. 
Mark V. Ryan, staff aviation 
officer, Headquarters State 
Area Command, Ohio Army 
Nationai Guard. it wili be 
used to carry water from a 
lake to the location of a fire. 

The bucket, which holds 
250 gallons of water, was 
borrowed from the Kentucky 
Division of Forestry with the 
help of the Kentucky Army 
National Guard. 

Although the fires, which 
were already in progress, 
were squelched by the rain 
July 25, the bucket will be 
available throughout the 
period, ending August 31, 
that the Ohio National Guard 
will train at Camp Grayling. 

Under the direction of 
Maj. Gen. Robert W. Teater, 
troop commander, State 
Area Command, the coor- 
dination necessary to obtain 
the bucket was done by Ryan 
Lt. Col. Thomas A. Middeler, 
state training officer, coor- 
dinated between the State 
Area Command and the 73d 
Infantry Brigade 
(Separate). 

Pilots from the brigade, 
commanded by Brig. Gen. 
Clyde E. Gutzwiller, will 
operate the equipment 
during this training period 
which ends August 3. 

The bucket is carried in a 
way Similar to any other ex- 
ternal load, caro or pallet, 
under a helicopter. Some 
special training is needed 
because there are additional 
considerations, The crew 
chief plays a big role in the 
actual operation by controi- 
ling the valve which 


_ regulates the water and in- 
forming the pilot of the 


altitude above the trees or 
water. 

Training with the bucket 
started July 24 at Section 
One Lake. After a_ short 
period of training, the heli- 
copter was dispatched to 
work on an actual fire. 

Since the training was at a 
location close to the fire, the 
pilot was able to react quick- 
ly and suppress the fire 
before it could build or 
spread. 

The bucket will be located 
at a range which may have 
problems with fires due to 
weather conditions. Other 
firefighting equipment and 
hand tools that ean be used 
to stop the fire will also be 
located at the range. 

“Using the ranges at 
Camp Grayling is critical for 
effective training,” Teater 
said, “but we are also con- 
scious of the need to protect 
private property and the en- 
f orient. “

situation. 

Mr. Andrus states (and I 
hope he’s not speaking for 
T.U.) “We fear that no-kill 
regulations....... will alienate 
thousands of aspiring and 
traditional anglers’. I 
couldn’t believe my eyes. 
What finer way do we have 
to teach young anglers the 
conservation ethic So 
necessary to preserve our 
limited and valuable natural 
resources? We must look to 
the future for our cnildren 
and grandchildren. 

I release 99% of the fish 
thai I catch. I enjoy keeping 
an occasional fish for the 
table if the fishery is in 
balance and not threatened. 
From my personal obser- 
vation and that of most 
others who fish our beautiful 
AuSable, quality fishing on 
that river is threatened. ‘‘No 
Kill” regulations on the 
Wakely - Burton stretch will 
go a long way toward 
bringing it back to it’s 
proper designation as one of 
Americas true ‘‘blue ribbon” 
trout streams. The deser- 
ving people of Grayling will 
have improved fishing and 
improved economic benefits 
as a result of this reasonable 
approach to our sport.

This letter may seem 
somewhat of an emotional 
plea when in reality it should 
be factual, based on Biologi- 
cal studies. However, the 
issue involving the attempt 
to initiate a ‘‘No-Kill’’ sec- 
tion of the AuSable River, 
spearheaded by  Sports- 
writer Tom Opre and Gates 
AuSable River Lodge owner 
Rusty Gates, has plainly 
been removed from the 
realistic Biological view- 
point and has been exposed 
to the general public purely 
in an emotional light. At an 
early-meeting held to 
establish an understanding 
of the ‘No-Kill” proposal 
Tom Opre informed those in 
attendance that there are 
several regulations avail- 
able that the D.N.R. could 
institute three of which are: 
1) changing the present Slot 
limit by increasing the legal 
size and lowering the creel 
limit. 2) Allowing the 
present regulations to 
remain unchanged and, 3) 
establishing the proposed 
“No-Kill’’. It was indicated, 
and has been varified by the 
D.N.R. Fisheries Biologist 
that computer model 
program studies = have 
reasonably proven, with pre- 
dictable accuracy, the ex- 
pected results from any 
specific program. It is my 
belief that biological study 
reports should be the basis 
for establishing any 
program designed to alter or 
improve the atmosphere 
which surrounds individuals 
utilizing the natural resour- 
ces. 

It should be remembered 
that collectively each D.N.R. 
Division obtains operational 
funds from each individual 
puchasing a fishing or hunt- 
ing license. These opera- 
tional funds provide expert 
Biologists and _ technical 
eauinment to build, maintain 
and improve our streams 
and wildlife habitat. Why 
then, should ‘special in- 
terest” groups emotionally 
control State Government 
for their selfish satisfaction 
at the expense of each and 
every sporting individual. 

I would like to take this 
opportunity to present my 
own emotional plea, hope- 
fully for the benefit of every 
Sporting Enthusiast. [ll 
begin by quoting a poem 
presented to an individual to 
whom I owe a debt af 
gratitude for teaching 
wisdom and fairness above 
all else. Herbert E. Stephan 
was born/raised and_in- 
fluenced beside the AuSable 
River, as do so many Mich- 
iganders he often marveled 
at the Rivers tranquil effect 
on individuals; the poem 
is as follows: 

“The murmur of this Old 

River gliding by, 

My boat drifting under Gods’ 
blue sky 

A mess of Trout in the live- 
well 

The distant ringing of a din-

A boat pole in my left hand

Doodies From 
The Tall Timber 


By Wendell L. Hoover, 
Park Interpreter 


The other day I tried to 
remove an_ encroaching 
staghorn sumac plant from 
the garden and soon 
discovered that it grows 
from a long, long root. I’m 
sure this will be a continuing 


struggle as nature tries to. 


reclaim what I’ve cleared. 
The staghorn sumac is a 
native of this country and 
may be found from Nova 
Sestia to Alabama afid 
westward to Iowa. One 
source I have, rates it as a 
tree which may grow to forty 
feet in height and attain a 
diameter of twelve inches. 

Very frankly, I’ve never 
found a specimen much over 
ten feet tall. The globular 
fruits are formed into 
clusters turning from green 
to red and forming a com- 
pact mass when mature. 


Those fruits make a 
delicious lemonade if 
bruised, then boiled in 


water, then straining the 
liquid & sweetening to taste. 
For a beekeeper the dried 
fruit mass makes an ex- 
cellent smudge to be used in 
a smoker when working with 
bees. The stems of the 
sumac have a large pithy 
center which may be 
removed with a wire. The 
branch may then be used as 
a stem for a pipe. The wood 
is soft, weighing only twenty- 
seven pounds per cubic foot, 
it is greenish-gold or brown 
in color. While it may not 
have a commerical use the 
wood makes excellent pic- 
ture frames since it needs no 
finish to look nice. While we 
may consider it to be a weed, 
the fruits are eaten by many 
birds and animals.

People over age 60 are 
especially vulnerable to heat 
attacks. Females are at a 
higherriskthanmales. 
Doctors define heat stroke 
as a condition in which the 
body’s temperature 
regulating mechanisms 
cease to function normally. 
Basically, the body stops 
sweating. Body tem- 
peratures rise from 105 to 110 
degrees F. A redness of skin 
from an accumulation of 
blood occurs. 

- Heat stroke is not to be 
confused with heat 
exhaustion or heat 
prostration where the body 
temperatures remain nor- 
mal. With heat stroke, a loss 
of salt and fluid allows per- 
spiration to evaporate’ and 
the body’s cooling system 
breaks down. The noticeable 
decrease in sweating causes 
the body temperatures to 
Climb dangerously. Severe 
headache, nausea 
vomiting are other sym- 
ptoms that can appear. 

« Keeping cool is the most 
effective way to beat the 
heat. Avoid unnecessary 
physical exertion when the 
weather’s especially hot and 
humid. Increase your liquid 
consumption. Drink plenty 
of sparkling water and cool 
beverages like iced teas ‘and 
fruit juices. Doctors 
recommend that alcoholic 
beverages be consumed 
sparingly. Eat small light 
servings of food several 
times a day rather than one 
or two heavy meals to main- 
tain proper nutrients.
